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lit.  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  innual  Report  upon 
the  health  of  your  District  during  the  year  I960. 

As  vsas  to  be  expected  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate 
show  but  slight  variation -in  the  population,  although  the  former 
year’s  increase  of  60  upon  that  of  the  earlier  year  is  now 
followed  by  a decrease  of  210  to  12,490,  The  respective 
populations  in  recent  years  have  been  s-  1954  - 12,100}- 
1956  - 12,490;  1957  •"  12,550;  1958  - 12,600;'  or  in  other  words 
a ^progressive  trend  towards  increase  from  1954  has  now  for  the 
first  time  reflected  a decrease.  What  0v«r  the  reason  for  this 
de*2?ease  may  be  it  does  not  appear  to  be  due  to  any  deterioration 
in  the  health  of  your  community. 

The  Rateable  Value  relative  to  the  total  area  of  58,784  acres, 
stands  at  £108,750  as  compared  with  the  earlier  years’  figure 
of  £107,205.  At  mid  I960  the  production  of  a Penny  Rate  has 
increased  by  £10  to  £429. 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  has  virtually  shown  no  change  at  18.0 
and  compares  with  17.1  for  England  and  Wales,  and  with  17,0  for 
the  County, 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  has  fallen  from  12.9  to  11.7  and 
compares  with  12,4  for  the  County  as  a whole.  An  analysis  of 
the  Causes  of  Death  does  not  reveal  any  really  significant 
changes,  for  example,  the  malignant  disease  group  has  fallen 
»y  6 occurances  and  the  cardiac  group  by  one  death.  Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  caused  two  deaths, 

Although  th6?9-e  were  some  isloated  occurrences  of  Hotifia'ble 
Diseases  tte  re  were  no  epidemics. 

There  was  a notable  fall  in  the  Notification  of  Tuberculosis  - 
from  the  former  12  to  the  current  4,  and  of  these  5 were  of  the 
Respiratory  form  (2  under  the  age  of  15  yeai?s,  and  the  third 
over  45  years  old). 

Protective  vaccination  and  immunisation  measures  continued  to 
be  maintained  by  the  local  Health  Authority  with  the  addition 
of  a drive  against  Poliomyelitis  which  included  evening  sessions 
to  provide  for  adults  wishing  protection  but  usually  at  work 
during  the  day-time. 

During  the  year  only  two  notices  were  required  to  be  served 
^der  Section  20  of  the  Ililk  andDairies  Regulations  relative 
to  the  occurence  of  abortus  fov3r  infection  of  milk.  It  was 
possible  to  cancel  on*  of  these  notices  a month  later,  the 
remaining  one  being  suill  outstanding. 


Water  mains  extensions  to  three  more  village  areas  in 
North  V/est  during  the  year  — all  the  larger  villages  within 
th©  district  are  now  served  with  pure  ws^jater,  — leaving  the  more 
•ut-of -the— way  commiinities  still  to  benefit  as  soon  as  found 
practicalle  by  the  Go’inty  Water  Authority, 


Tho  Districb  now  coiitsins  8^  toiles  of  wator  roains  supplying  * 
what  amounts  to  32%  #f  the  total  Oounty-pwide  distribution.  In; 
terms  of  premises  and  population  mains  availability  this  means 
that  about  2,300  houses  are  connected  directly,  and  with  a 
stand-pipe  availability  of  an  additional  163,  giving  a population 
coverage  of  9>33'^  out  of  the  District’s  total  population  of  12,450. 

This  direct  house  coverage  has  increased  from  1,604  in 
under  10  years. 

During  the^year  the  additional  sewerage  scheme  brought  into 
operation  brings  the  total  to  10,  and.  in  addition  three  new 
schemes  were  commenced  and  five  more  are  projedted,  thanks  to  the 
enterprise  of  the  Gouncil  end  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate, 

These  schemes  are,  of-  course,  separate  from  single  Council-house 
Estates  having  their  own  self-fccntrolled  sewerage  disposal  plants. 


In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  again  thank  the  Chairman 
and  J-fembers  of  their  Council  for  their  interest  and  .the  Clerk  ' 
and  _ Both  Senior  and  i^ssistant  Public  Health  Inspectors  for 
their  ready  and  willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

The  remarks  made  in  last  year’s  report  regarding  the  nature 
and  volume  of  dry  house  refuse  can  be  repeated,  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  woxk  overtime  particularly  during  the  summ,er  months 
in  order  to  give  reasonable  service.  The  greater  'Volume  of  dry 
house  refuse  accumulates  in  premises  where  visitors'  are  accomrao- 
uated,  ond  especially  in  the  larger  hotel  s and  caravan  sites, 
ihe  service  h=,s  also  been  extended  to  more  outlying'  areas  and 
individual  dwellings,  as  disposing  of  refuse  by  other  means  has 
become  a problem  for  the  householders. 


The  need  for  the  pail  closet  cleansing  service  is  gradually 
becoming  less  in  the  villages  where  sewerage  schemes  have  been 
completed,  thus  allowing  the  service  to  be  extended  to  the  more 
remote  areas,  which  is  greatly  appreciated  by  those  who  benefit 
fiomthe  extended  service.  Cesspools  attached  to  nine  privately 
owned  dwellings  were  cleansed  daring  the  year  €t  the  expense* of  ihe 
owners  or  occupiers. 

Si  order  to  improve  the  cleansing  service  generally,  the 
Council  have  placed  an  order  fot*  a cesspool  emptier  with  a pail 
cleanser  attached,  which  is  likely  to  be  de'livered  in  ithe  new 
year.  This  vehicle  will  deal  with  all  cesspool. and  pail  closet 
cleansing  work,  and  thus  relieve  the  other  two  vehicles  to  devote 
their  whole  time  to  the  collection  of  dry  refuse,  thereby  giving 
8 more  efficient  and  frequent  service  as  "’well  as  reducing  the  cost 
of  overtime  work. 

106  complaints  regarding  the  non-coleeition  of  refuse  were 
uealt  with  in  the  course  of  the  year,  the  majority  during  the 
summer  months,  when  change  of  occupation  of  houses  had  taken  place 
in  between  the  regular  collection  dates.  Only  two  such  complaints 
were  received  regarding  the  failure  of  the  pail  closet  cleansing 
service.

but  the  results  were  not  sstislaotory  as  the  public  were  not  very 
co-operative , 


There  was  considerable  oil  pollution  on  the  beaches  along 
the  western  coast,  and  s ome  effort  was  made  to  remove  the  larger 
patches. 

Fourteen  lifebuoys  were  provided  and  alted  on  the  main 
beaches  along  the  whole  oa-ast  line. 

The  beach  thair  service  was  continued  at  Trearddur  Bay  during 
the  holiday  season,  with  better  results 

Public  Conveniences 

The  two  public  conveniences  owned  by  the  Council  were  well 
maintained,  but  the  locks  and  other  fittings  were  frequently 
damaged. 

The  provision  of  an  additional  four  conveniences  have  been 
in  vest  ig-a  ted,  but  difficulties  have  arisen  in  obtaining  suitable 
sites  which  were  likely  to  be  approved  by  the  planning  authority. 

Seventy  two  complaints  of  nuisances  were  received  during,  the 
year  and  140  inspections  were  made  to  investigate  the  complain^a. 
Two  complaints  were  not  substantiated  and  the  necessary  action 
was  taken  to  secure  abatement  of the  remaining  nuisances.

The  number  of  shops  in  which  assistants  are  eroployed  was  19> 
an  increase  of  3 on  the  previous  year’s  total,  and  the  reainder 
of  the  shops  were  operated  by  the  occupiers  and  members  of  their 
families, 

Coiaditions  in  cOs  far  as  wa skiing  facilities  and  sanitary 
accommodation  fr  assistants  can  be  considei'ed  satisfactory  in 
shops  where  food  is  kajidled  hut  improvements  *ould  be  made  to 
these  facilitis  in  a few  non-food  shops. 

Camping  Sites  and  Caravans. 

An  important  step  forward  in  the  control  of  caravan  sites 
was  brought  about  by  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Develop- 
ment Act,  i960,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  29th  of  August 
last  year.  This  new  legislation  has  been  long  awaited  by 
Public  Health  Authorities  throughtout  the  country  and  its  intro- 
duction has  two  main  objects s- 

(1)  to  control  the  location  of  caravan  sites, 

(2)  to  improve  conditions  on  sites  by  requiring  good  standards 
»f  lay-out,  equipment  and  maintenance. 

The  responsibility  fa?  c ontrolling  the  location  of  sites 
remains  tlrat  of  the  County  Planning  Authority  and  the  District 
Council  remains  th«i>  licensing  authority. 

As  soon  as  the  Aot  became  operative,  a meeting  was  arranged 
bewtween  all  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  District  Councils 
together  with  representatives  from  the  County  Council’s  Clerk’s 
and  Planning  Departments  to  agree  to  a county  standard  to  secure 
an  improvement  of  sanitary  and  other  conditions  on  sites. 


li?  v!33  decided  to  adhere,  wherever  possible,  to  the  Ivbdel  Standards 
controlling  sites  , issue*d  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing,  Such 
standrcrds  require,  among  other  things,  a satisfactory  water  supply, 
drainage  systecc,  toilet  blocks,  showers  and  Inundrey  facilities. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  eight  site  licences  had  been  issued 
and  where  such  licences  required  the  carrying  of  work  to  comply 
with  imposed  conditions,  a reasonable  time  was  allowed  to  secure 
completion  of  such  works. 

Prior  to  the  coming  into  operation  of  this  i\ct,  the  annual 
corovan  survey  was  carried  out  by  company  with  an  Cfficer  from 
the  County  Planning  Department,  111  known  sites,  both  licensed 
and  unliSLcensed , were  visited  ond  it  was  found  that  there  was  s 
general  increase  of  about  10^  compared  with  the  figures  last  year, 
emphasisiing  the  increasing  populatiry  of  this  area  for  this  part- 
icular type  of  holiday. 

Nine  of  the  larger  sites  were  occupied  by  a greeter  number  of  c 
caravans  than  that  permitted  and  occupiers  of  such  sites  were 
directed  to  reduce  the  numbers  accordingly.  Occupiers  of  four 
sites  were  directed  to  secure  better  arrangements  for  the  follea- 
tion  of  refuse  and  litter, 

Rhosneigr  Common  (Towyn  Llyn) 

Unauthorised  camping  again  took  place  on  this  Common  during  the 
summer  months  despite  the  exhibition  of  notices  prohibiting  such 
practices.  Ill  such  cases  were  dealt  with  immediately  ond  occupiers 
of  tents  pitched  on  the  common  were  directed  to  remove  them  forth- 
with. 

Inspection  and  £*u-Dervision  of  Food 

Milk 


One  additionrcl  dealer’s  licence  under  the  Milk  (Special  Desig- 
nation) (Row  I'Hlk)  Regulations,  1949  ~ 1954,  remained  the  same  at 
five. 

During  the  year,  the  Milk (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  i960 
came  into  operation,  such  Regulations  revoking  those  previously 
mentioned.  Under  these,  all  dealers  licenses  will  be  issued  l»y 
the  Anglesey  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority, 

The  number  of  licensed  privata'  slaughterhouses  remained  gt 
seven,  although  only  six  of  these  were,  utilised  during  the  yea.r. 

Further  meetings  were  held  between  this  Authority  and  all ^ 
persons  with  an  interest,  in.  the  meat  trade  in  this  and  the  odjoin-^ 
ing  districts  and  the  reluctance  of  slaughterhouse  occupiers  to  bring 
their  premises  up  to  the  prescribed  standard  was  confirmed. 

Follow  ing  such  meetings  the  Council  prepared  d Slaughterhouse 
Report,  as  required  under ■ Section  3 of  the  Slaughtdrhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  1938  would  come  into  operation  os  for  os  this  district 
is  concerned.  The  report  was  submitted  to  the  IHnister  of  Agric- 
ulture, Fisheries  and  Food  for  confirmation,  and  the  report  was 
occepted  and  congii'CBd  without  moderation. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  not  expected  tics  t any  of  the 
slaughterhouses  would  com-^ly  with  the  prescribed  st-andards 
¥y  the  appointed  day,  after  which  the  occupiers  would  be  completely 
depeiident  upon  wholesalers  fcr  theiJ?  supplies. 

The  number  of  retaiil  butchers  shops  in  the  area  remained 
at  16,  an:d#f  these,  six  are  registered  under  Section  16  of  the 
Food  and  Drigs  Act,  1955 » for  the  manufacture  of  meat .products, . 

All  slaughterhouses  were  v isited _ regularly  and  a high  percentage 
of  inspection  has  been  maontained,  being  96,02^  of  all 'animals 
slaughtered.  The  inspection  percentage  of  Tf^rious  animals  was  as

The  deficiency  in  inspection  relates  to  sheep  and  is  due  to  _

2171  were  inspected.  The  total  slaughtered  is  215  less  than  in  the 
year  and  , with  the  exception  ®f  iBst  i^^ar  s .figure's, 
emphasises  the  steady  decline  in  t he  number  of  animals  slaughtered 

since  195*^.

Ten  applications  were  received  for  registration  of  premises 
under  Seation  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 » sll  of  which 
were  approved,  Th©  total  number  of  food  premises  registered  for 
the  sale  and  storage  of  ioe  cream  ^t^s  65 > in  61  of  which  all  ice 
cream  so]ji  is  pre-packed,  loose  ice  aream  being  sold  in  the  remain- 
ing four. 

During  the  year,  150  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and 
forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Tbftc  teriological 
examination.  Of  these  samples,  92c5^^were  placed  within  Grade  1, 
6.95;5  in  Grade  11  and  0*77 fo  Grade  1?,  The  results  obtained 
were  again  sabore  the  average  standard  which  can  be  expected  over  a 
four  month  period  and  reflect  credit  on  manufacturers  and  retailers 
alikffi’.

The  Oouncil’s  rodent  operator  died  during  the  iarly  part 
of  tiae  year,  and  no  successor  was  appointed.  Duties  in  connec- 
tion with  tbia  Act  have  been  carried  out  by  members  of  the  outdoor 
staff  and  it  was  possible  to  keep  pace  with  demands  for  this 
service.  The  number  of  ready-mixed  poison  baits  on  the  market 
make  it  a relatively  simple  matter  for  householders  to  deal  with 
minor  infestations  and  in  a great  number  of  eases,  householders 
have  been  issued  with  sufficient  bait  to  clear  the  infestations 
In  infestations  of  a more  serious  nature,  work  of  disinfection 
has  been  carried  out  by  the  Council  staff.

Clearance  Orders 


One  Clearance  Order  was  made,  comprising  two  clearance  areas 
in  the  parish  of  Llanynghenedl,  and  covering  five  houses,  three 
of  which  were  occupied. 

One  Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  made  as.  far  back  as.  1958  was 
confirmed  by  the  Ii/nnister  of  Housing  during  the  year. 

Demolition  and  Closing  Orders

Imprcrement  Grants 
Discretionary. 

Thirty  nine  formal  applications  covering  forty  dwellings 
were  received,  but  two  were  rejected  as  the  conditions  of  the 
grant  could  not  be  complied  with.  The  total  amount  of  the  grants 
approved  was  £9090.15.0.  in  respect  of  thirty  eight  dwellings, 
which  averaged  £239.  por  dwelling.  Tnree  informal  applications 
were  also  refused  as  the  premises  concerned  were  not  suitable  for 
grant  purposes. 


A total  of  268  forroal  applications  have  been  considered  by 
the  Gouncil  since  the  Act  came  into  operation  but  22  have  been 
withdrawn  for  various  reasons. 

Thirty  five  iruprovement  schemes  co/erlng  thirty  eight  ^mell 
ings  were  kcmpleted  and  the  total  grants  amounted  to  £9»501, 
which  averaged  £245  per  dwelling.

Only  one  application  was  received  in  respect  of  the  install- 
ation of  a bath  and  wash  hand  basin,  and  the  maccimum  grant  rf 
£50  was  paid , 


Loans 

Seventeen  applications  for  loans  were  dealt  with,  six  to 
erect  dwellings,  and  eleven  to  acquire.  Loans  were  granted  with 
one  exception. 


Bent  Act. 

Only  one  applioation  was  received  for  a certificate  of  dis- 
repair following  service  of  notice  of  rent  increase  on  the  tenant. 
The  owner  submitted  an  undertaking  within  the  time  limit  to 
carry  out  the  prescribed  repair  works. 

Again,  no  applications  were  received  from  landlords  for 
cancellations  of  certificates  ©f  disrepair  and  the  fact  that 
only  twenty  applications  eve  been  received  for  certificafes  of 
disrepari  since  this  Act  oame  into  operati©n  emphasis  that  very 
few  landlords  have  taken  advantage  of  their  right  to  increase 
house  rents.
